(2 ) No person shall be eligible for appointment as Municipal Commissioner, 
III Grade by the second or third method ofappointment specified in rule 4, 
if he has completed or will complete 45 years of age on the first day of January 
of the year in which applications for appointment are invited . 
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(b ) Other Qualifications. — No person shall be eligible for appointment as 
Municipal Commissioner, III Grade by the method specified in column (2 ) 
of the Table below unless he possesses the qualification specified in the corres 
ponding entry in column (3 ) thereof,

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Explanatory Note 
( This does not form part of the Notification , but is intended to indicate 
its general purport) . 

At presentappointments to the posts of Municipal Commissioners are made 
under the Municipal Commissioners (Recruitment and Conditions of Service ) 
Rules, 1964. According to these rules, out of every six vacancies of Municipal 
Commissioners ,Grade III, one is to be filled up by directrecruitment from open 
market and for such recruitment the qualification prescribed is graduation . 
There has been a demand from the Chamber ofMunicipal Chairmen to raise 
the qualification for recruitment to the post of Municipal Commissioners to 
a degree in Law and also to enhance the quota of such recruitment from open 
market. The Municipal Finance Commission has also in their report stressed 
the need to induct into the cadre more efficient and better qualified persons 
with a view to improving Municipal Administration . It has been decided 
that the qualification for direct recruitment as Municipal Commissioner, III 
Grade from open Market should be fixed as a degree in Law and that the 
qualification for direct recruitment from Municipal Common Service and 
DepartmentofMunicipalities should be fixed as graduation with a pass in the 
required departmental tests. It has also been decided that out of every eight 
vacancies, 4 posts should be filled up by direct recruitment from open market, 
three posts by direct recruitment from Municipal Common Service and one 
post by direct recruitment from the Department of Municipalities. 

Government have also decided that whenever a Panchayat is converted 
into a Municipality a Special Grade Executive Officer of the Departmentof 
Panchayats shall be recruited by direct recruitment as Municipal Commis 
sioner, Grade III. 


This Notification is intended to achieve the above objects .
